Petroleum against Protection. 


` 
A Lecture Delivered at Titusville By 
James D, Hancock. 


[CONTINUED.] 

During the last Airty yearsa revolu- 
tion has been aceemplished in the build- 
ing of ships. Iron has been substituted 
for wood in the construction of ocean 
vessels, until a large proportion of the 
commerce of the world is now carried in 
iron instead of wooden bottoms. Under 
the laws of the United States, none but 
a citizen and resident of the United 
States can be an owner or officer of an 
American vessel; nor cana vessels other- 
wise ewned er officered be registered or 
protected under our laws. If a ship is 
built in a foreign country it cannet be 
transferred to an American owner with- 
out being subject te the heavy duties 
which this country has imposed upon 
foreign iron and lumtér. The con- 
sequence has been that under the active 
competition which exists in every de- 
partment of the ocean trade, 3 
citizen of the United States cannot be- 
come an owner ofa vessel upon equal 
terms with the subject of other coun- 
tries. The further consequence has been 
that the United States which in 1857 had 
a larger mercantile business than any 
other country in the-world has now sunk 
into a feurth-class mercantile power. 
Hershbipping interests have been trans- 
ferred to the subjects of other powers, 
and especially of Great Britain, by whom 
the carrying of the commerce of the 
World is now traasacted; so that while in 
1857 eighty-five one-hundredths of our 
foreign commerce was carried in our 
own vessels, we now carry only fifteen 
per cent of such commerce. The import- 
ance of this transfer of commerce can be 
clearly estimated when we consider that 
theannual imports into Great Britain 
exceed the exports to the extent of $600,- 
000,000, and that such excess is largely 
mace up of profits acquired by the sub- 
jects of that country in conveying the 
commodities of other countries to their 
different markets. Undoubtedly the in- 
jury resulting from our loss of ocean 
business alone has far excelled any 
hypothetical benefits which have been 
secured throughthe protection of our 
protected interest, while protection hus 
almost utterly destroyed our manufac- 
ture of ships and mercantile marine. 

This, however, is not the subjects of 
consideration. The fact to which I 
would call attention is that the trans- 
portation and marketing of the products 
of the greatest and most profitable in- 
dustries of our land are placed in foreign 
and, in a ‘commercial sense, hostile 
hands,—in the hands of those, who, by 
reason of our hostile legislation, are com- 
pelled and are willing and eager te sacri- 
fice our interests to their own profits. 
The injury tothe export of petroleum 
bas been almost incalculable. Itis not 
like the’export of agricultural products 
—oné year of immense magnitude and 
the next year of smallamount. On the 
contrary it is always large and regular. 
Under a natural condition of affairs the 
same vessel which carries a cargo of 
petroleum te Eurupe could return with 
a cargo of wool oriron or leather and 
numerous other commodities, and thus 
reduce the cost of transportation by re- 
ceiving profits on both trips. At present 
the shipper of petroleum is to a great ex- 
tent compelled to pay profits om the cost 
of running the vessel in both directions, 
both when it goes out full and returns 
empty. Thè trouble does not stop here. 
The mercantile marineis transferred to 
locations where, by interchange of trade, 
profits can-be made upon both the out- 
ward and return voyage. Neither the 
inclination mor the interest of the mas- 
ter or owner of the vessels leads him to 
seek out new avenues forthe consump- 
tion of the article. He seeks other lọ- 
calities „where the exchange of com- 
modities being freë and reciprocal is 
more active and profitable, and accepts 
last the transportation of petreleum; 
and then exacts his own terms and. re-i 
mis- | quires a prefit commensurate to- the 
waste of time of himself, his seamen and

consumption by reason ef cost of trans- 
portation and other incidental expenses, 
there is no reason why, with a natural 
market, Europe should not consume 
five times as much oil as the United 
States, or 75,000 barrels per day. It re- 
quires no stretch of imagination to be- 
lieve that the balance of North America, 
South America, Australia, and the other 
islands in the Pacific and Atlantic 
Oceans, Africa, and Asia with its teem- 


ing millions, in all comprising three- |- 


fourths of the population of the globe, 
should consume at least 100,000 barrels 
per day. The total would be 190,000 bar- 
rels per day consumed by the world. 
Compare this with the actual consump- 
"tion of 60,000 barrels per day! What is 
the-reagon for the difference? Has 
“Protection” anything to do with 
it? No impartial mind can give 
other than an affirmative answer to the 
question. With the adoptien by our 
country of a friendly commercial policy 
with foréign nations, instead of the pres- 
ent commercial warfare, few will doubt 
that the consumptien of petroleum 
should at the least reach 100,000 barrels 
per day. Yetright here lies the differ- 
ence between poverty and wealth to the 
enterprising and industrious population 
engaged in the production of petroleum. 
The consumption of 100,000 barrels per 
day would mean oil at two dollars per 
barrel and prosperity, happiness and 
content. The consumption to-day of 
60,000 barrels means oilat 90 cents per 
barrel, and poverty, misery and discon- 
tent. 

Right here likewise is indicated the 
remedy for many of the evils which vex 
and oppress the producers of petroleum. 
It is not to put limitations upon the pro- 
duction. The has been tried more than 
once and has always proved ineffectual. 
In the nature of things it could not be 
otherwise. The experience of thousands 
of years has shon that Nature does not 
limit her stores of wealth to single local- 
ities of small extent. Shescatters them 
throughout the world with the greatest 
affluence and apparent prodigality. The 
‘only limitations upon the enjoyment of 
‘these stores by man have been his ignor- 
ance of their character and existence, 
and waatof ability to take them from 
their hidden storé-houses, and to prepare 
them for his use. Petroleum has not 
proved an exception to the rule. As 
quickly as one field seems te have been 
worked to exhaustion, another field“ has 
been discovered, se that the-amount 
produced has almost constantly exceeded 
the actual demand fortheproduct. Not 
only this. It has been found in almost 
every quarter of the world; in Kentucky, 
in South America, and Germany, in Bus- 
sia;jn some of the islands of the Pacific 
Ocean, ahd in’ Asia. The only reason 
why oil from other sections has not 
come into active competition with the 
Pennsylvania oil, has been the want of 
ability to transport and prepare it for 
market. Attempts therefore to limit 
the production in Pennsylvania and to 
raise the price by artificial means would 
only tend to increase the production 
from these new and distant fields. The 
true remedy isto remove obstructions 
to its consumption, and especially to 
abolish this system of “Protection,” 
which has paralyzed and destroyed the 
essential conditions of its use in the 
markets the world. 

We hear much of “infant industries,” 
and the fostering protection that should 
be accorded to them. Here isreally an 
“infant indastry”—an industry which 
has earned its right toexist in the future 

by its successsin overcoming obstacles 
in the past.. Tothis “infant” the gov- 
ernment has never either offered or af- 
forded protection of any kind. it has 
left it to be the prey ef conspiracies 
among associations of men who have 

weighed it down with oppression and 
filched its profits intotheir own treasur- 
ies. It has by taxation insidiously and 
imperceptibly stolen many millions of 
its hard earned gains, and then crue 
destroyed its value in the markets of. 
world. This industry hasa rightto sim: 
ple justice. Itasksnothing-more. Unė 
less the general welfare shall interfere, 


it has the right to ask that the govera- {° 


ment shall remove the system. of ‘*Pro- 
tection” which so far as concerns the 
prosperity of this business protects 
only to despoi!.

Centenary of Methodism. 


pr 


The Jubilee Year—Intoresting Services 

in Salisbury. : 
* The Methodist Episcopal Church was 
formally organized in Baltimore, Dee. 
1784. Conseguently the present year is 
the centennial year of all the Methodist 
Churches in this country. The M. E. 
Chureh, South, is aboutito make wgrand 
effort to utilize this interesting event, 
for the réviving of religion, und the 
raising of not less than $2,000,000 for 
educational, missionary, and other pur- 
poses. Last Sunday, Jan 6th., was cele- 
brated throughout the territory of this 
Church as a season of devout prayer. for 
God's blessing on the services of the 
year, and fora general revival of reli- 
gion. At Trinity Uburch in Salisbury. 
the services both morning and night 
were planned and carried out with refer- 
ence to these ideas. In the morning the 
pastor, Rev. J. T. Whitley, preached 
from the text in Psalm 128:3. “The 
Lord hath done great things for us; 
whereof we are glad.”"—He began his 
discourse by saying: “This was the 
grateful song of the Jews, in memory of 
their return from hard captivity in a 
strange land. Let us, the Methodists of 
America, adopt il, as we gather for wor- 
ship on the first Sabbath of 1884, the cen- 
tenary year of organic Methodism. 
Think of it;a hundred and fifty years 
ago there was nota Methodist on earth. 
Now, behold an exceeding great army, 
girdling the globe, preaching and sing- 
ing the Gospel, saviag sinners, and elec- 
trifying theslumbering churches from 
the dulness of ages. Truly, “the Lord 
hath done great things for us,” whereof 
we should be glad forevermore! 

“In 1739 the first Methodist societies 
were organized in the bosom ofthe cold 
and worldly Church of England, by Jobn 
and Charles Wesley, and other kindred 
spirits. The world, the flesh, the devil, 
and the charch, opposed the movement 
with all theif might; but God wasin, it, 
and it moved mightily onward. Eng- 
land, Scotland,. Wales, Ireland, were 
stirred, and thousands of souls were 
cou verted. 

“In 1766 Philip Embury and others 
begun to preach the Gospel in America, 
and here, as in the lands aeross the sea, 
Methodism took root and grew with as- 
tonishing vigor. In the couree of 18 
years there were many thousands con- 
verted, and the members of the societies 
in America numbered over fifteen thous- 
and. 

“The American Revelution freed the 
colonies and gave being to the United 
States; and at the same time it severed 
the connection of the Methodist societies 
in America with the Church of Eng- 
land. Mr. Wesley saw the propriety of 
erecting the societies in this free coun- 
try into a separate ecclesiastical organi- 
zation;and accordingly in 1784 Dr. Coke 
and Francis Asbury were made Superin- 
tendeuts ur Bishops, and the Methedist 
Episcopal Church was organized in Bal- 
timore. Organic Methodism in this 
country, therefore, dates back to 1784, 
and we have now reached the one han- 
dredth year of the American Methodist 
Churches. The 15,000 ef 1784 havenow 
become 4,000,000 or more Methodists on 
this continent.” 

The speaker then briefly presented the 
plan adopted by the Southern Methodist 
Church, for the observance of the year, 
and urged his hearers to earnestly par- 

ticipate in the work. In view of the 
Lord's Supper, about-to partaken ef, he 
urged renewed consecration to God. 
The sacrament was then administered, 
and the service closed. 

At the night service, the pastor deliv- 
ereda short address, showing the need 
ofa general revival of religion in the 
church, and urging special prayer for 
this object.

Horse Maxims. 

Never allow any one to tickle your 
horse in the stable.

Vicious habits are thus 
easily brought on, 

Let the horse’s litter be dry and clean 
underneath as well as ontop. Standing 
on hot, fermented manure makes the 
hoofs soft and brings on lameness. 

Change the litter partially in some 
parts and entirely in others every morn- 
ing; brush outand clean the stall thor- 
oughly. 

To procure a good coat on your borse, 
use plenty of rubbing and brushing. 
Plenty of “elbow grease”? opens the 
‘pores, softens the skin, and promotes 
the unimal’s general health. 

Use thé curry-comb lightly. When 
used rough!y itis the source of great 
pain. ; 

Let the heels be wet brushed out 
every night. Dirt, if allowed to cake in 
causes grease and sore heels, 

Whenever a horse is washed, never 
leaye’him till he is rubbed quite dry.
